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UAuberge Restaurant Remembered 
By Sarah K. Taylor 

The restaurant last known as "UAuberge'', 
meaning The Inn, in Marion, has been unused for some 
time now. Locals can recall when the restaurant was 
known as "The Harbor Restaurant" and "Brown Eyed 
Susan's." 

The building was bought on June 21, 1949 by Mrs. 
Shirley Jacobs of Marion from Mr. and Mrs. M.A. Perry, 
who had owned the restaurant for fourteen years prior to 
selling. Mrs. Jacobs continued to run the business, which 
kept the name "The Harbor Restaurant." 

Copies of the Thanksgiving and Christmas menus 
from the year 1951 are still preserved by the Sippican 
Historical Society, with dinners of "roast stuffed tom 
turkey with giblet gravy and cranberry sauce" for $2.95, 
and "baked sugar cured ham with fruit sauce" for the 
same price. The menu advertised its "assorted home made 
rolls and banana bread," as well as a variety of yummy 
desserts, a children's menu, and a "cocktail lounge with 
choice liquors." 

On June 5, 1959, the restaurant opened under 
the new management of Mr. John Pulpi. It continued 
to serve chicken, roasts and lobster, and advertised 
"businessmen's luncheons served daily for 75 to 99 cents." 

Ms. Susan Roche King, mother of Susan Connor, 
Marion's current animal control officer, bought the 
restaurant in the mid-1970' s and renamed it "Brown Eyed

Susan's." The name came not only from both mother and 
daughter, but was also Ms. King's favorite flower. 

Ms. King's vision of the restaurant was very 
elegant. She was, in the words of her daughter, "a very 
ahead of her time businesswoman." The downstairs was 
created, and entertainment was brought in, making the 
place a compelling destination. Ms. Connor recalls "many 
fond memories" from that time in their lives. 

Once the look and atmosphere were achieved, the 
Brown Eyed Susan's restaurant eventually attracted the 
attention of the following owners in 1984 who named the 
it "UAuberge." 

UAuberge opened as a classical French 
restaurant, and hired Chef Jim Gerhardt, who prepared 
the meals there for five years. 

A Marion resident remembers spending Saturday 
nights at UAuberge and marveling at its excellent menu 
and reasonable prices. While it seemed to have a good 
business, the buzz around town was that it wasn't 
connected with the right people, and one Saturday night, 
UAuberge was closed. 

Today, the building that once hosted these 
many memories and styles of food is gone. Those who 
were involved in eating, working and relaxing there can 
remember it at its best, whatever decade that may have 
been.

the weather, contributed to the 11 animal complaint 
calls made to Marion Animal Officer Susan Connor from 
August 16 - 22. 

The calls concerned both domestic and wild 
animals. Officer Connor says that residents should still be 
mindful of the heat and weather and its effect on pets. The 
car can act as an oven, and pets should be given a cool 
place with plenty of circulation while owners are away. 
This means ventilating your car while doing errands, 
leaving pets in a cool home with plenty of water when the 
weather gets too hot, and being careful to secure fearful 
dogs during thunderstorms. Residents should also pay 
attention to leash laws, even when on the beach. 

As far as wild animals go. Officer Connor says 
that we are entering a time of year when wild offspring 
are learning to get their food. Several neighborhood 
cats have gone missing as the result of wild animals in 
the area. Residents should not feed stray animals, since 
feeding strays contributes to wild animal populations 
as well. Officer Connor says that Massachusetts' s law 
automatically makes residents legally responsible for the 
animals they feed; those legal responsibilities include 
vaccinating. 

Officer Connor noted that residents who trap 
wild animals should be mindful of the laws concerning 
trap and release. The state's fine for trapping and 
releasing in a different area is $5,000. The only legal ways 
to trap wildlife is to humanely dispose of the animal

BBHFH covers the South Coast towns of 
Acushnet, Fairhaven, Marion, Mattapoisett, Rochester 
and Wareham, but due to available land, most of the 
affordable housing produced by BBHFH is located 
in Wareham. The mission statement of BBHFH is ''to 
eliminate poverty housing and homelessness from the 
world and make decent, simple, sturdy shelters so that 
people can live and grow into all that God intended/' 
Habitat for Humanity depends on the donations, at- 
cost product purchasing, and labor of area residents 
to produce affordable housing. Habitat for Humanity 
strengthens communities by uniting people in laboring 
for a great cause, and it helps so many families in need.

She 
offered five recommendations: 

1. Have properly trained lifeguards, with monthly 
or bi-monthly rescue and safety training. 

2. All necessary resuscitative equipment should 
be available at each lifeguard station. 

3. All lifeguards should be mobilized in a team 
effort for the rescue and first aid of injured swimmers. 

4. Identify and mark all potential hazardous 
objects within the swimming and diving areas. 

5. Another alternative is to ban diving completely. 
The Selectmen said they would take these 

recommendations under advisement and said that steps 
have already been made to better the situation.

Hunting Season 

Although open season doesn't start for a couple 
weeks, it's never too early to start buying gear and getting 
licenses. Here are some tips for starting off hunting season 
the right way. 

Get a License - Licenses to hunt and fish are required 
of anyone 15 and older. Trapping licenses are required 
of anyone 12 and older (the minimum age to hunt in 
Massachusetts is 12). 

Get a Permit - Permits are required for anyone interested 
in hunting antlerless deer, black bears, wild turkeys, 
migratory game birds, or anyone looking to hunt with 
a crossbow. Permits for hunting these animals were due 
in July, so if you don't have a permit, don't hunt these 
animals. 

Wear Blaze Orange - This isn't just for hunters; this 
rule stands for anyone who enters an outdoor area that 
is a popular hunting spot, or people who live in rural

The Horror

I had no idea last weekend was unofficially Halloween 
weekend, but apparently it was. Two horror sequels — The 
Final Destination (shown locally in Digital 3D) and Rob 
Zombie's Halloween II — hit the multiplexes at a time you 
don't usually associate with scary movies. Lifelong horror 
fan that I am, I went to see both — one with somewhat 
high expectations that were dashed, and the other with low 
expectations that were satisfied. 

My first stop was The Final Destination, and I'd been 
looking forward to it, particularly because of the 3D element. 
The Final Destination franchise operates on the premise that 
if you cheat death by having a premonition that saves you 
and a group of others, death will come calling to balance its 
books. I enjoyed the first two films, especially the second 
one, and found the third weak. The Final Destination — no 
numeral in the title, suggesting it's really the last sequel — is 
the fourth and easily the worst. 

Here, a teenager at a race track sees into the future 
and learns that there's going to be a cataclysmic crash. He 
manages to get himself, his friends , and a few others out 
of harm's way before everything goes boom. But then, as 
usual, people start dying in the order that they would 've 
died in the accident, and it always involves a weird. Rube 
Goldberg-like series of events that lead to the pay-off. After 
three films, though, this franchise has run out of ideas, and 
the lead survivors are the most boring group in any of the 
movies. The death scenes are dull, despite the addition of 
3D, perhaps because you're always expecting something to 
come springing out at you — some of the scenes don't even 
use 3D much at all. The movie is flat and two-dimensional 
no matter how you see it. 

A couple days later, I put my money down for 
Halloween II, Rob Zombie's sequel to his ill-advised, 
misbegotten 2007 remake of the John Carpenter classic. I 
was happily surprised; it's as if Zombie made the remake so 
that he could make the sequel. The remake's biggest mistake 
was trying to overexplain the unstoppable killer Michael 
Myers; here, he's restored to being a force of nature, and 
Zombie gives more screen time to the other characters. 
There are moments of severe brutality, yes, but also scenes 
of strange beauty when Michael or his long-lost sister Laurie 
(Scout Taylor-Compton) have visions of their spectral 
mother and a white horse. 

Zombie's Halloween II is decidedly a cut above its 
predecessor, though it'll never be mistaken for the Carpenter 
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film. Originality in horror films is a dying trait. That's why 
I'll end by recommending a truly visionary horror film I 
managed to catch last week — Lars von Trier's Antichrist, 
which made a big splash at Cannes last May and will be 
coming to a theater probably nowhere near you in October. 
Antichrist deals with a couple (Willem Dafoe and Charlotte 
Gainsbourg) whose toddler son fell to his death. The 
husband, a therapist, tries to help the wife work through her 
grief and anxiety, but they're headed for a collision with 
mutilation, madness, and the intractable evil of nature itself. 
Antichrist isn't for everyone — its explicit sex and violence 
will push it off limits to all but the most adventurous — but 
horror fans whose interests go beyond masked slashers might 
well want to buy the ticket and take the ride. It's strong brew.

St. Philip's 125th Anniversary 

This is a special year for St. Philip's Episcopal 
Church at 34 Water Street, Mattapoisett. Services were 
first held in the church in July 1884 and have continued to 
be held every summer for the last 125 years between early 
July and early September. 

St. Philip's was designed by J.S. Hammond of 
Mattapoisett and built in 1884. The chancel window 
facing the harbor was installed in 1969 and depicts St. 
Philip, a fisherman and carpenter by trade, with his 
fishing basket and carpenter's tools. Around him are 
shown three fish native to Buzzards Bay: a scup, a striped 
bass and a bluefish.

Knitting and Crocheting 

Can you believe that the 
mornings have started getting 
chilly again? Even after 30 
summers on this planet, I never 
seem to take the end of summer 
too well. It feels like a personal 
insult when the days become 
shorter, and I have to remind 
myself that summer will return, 
some day. Unfortunately, that 
some day is usually after an

unnaturally long winter in these parts. 

In New England, we are terribly fortunate to have 
this little thing called "autumn". The fall season is the 
civil, more likable cousin to winter. Fall understands that 
we like things nippy, that we want to play outside, and 
that woolen hats should be an accessory, not a necessity. 
In fall, the cool weather is still a novelty. We pull over 
to roadside stands and get our fill of crisp apples and 
firewood bundles. In a few more months, the winds will 
assault our faces, and freeze our hands to the gas pumps. 
Until then, there is good ol' autumn. 

You know what I like about autumn? Knitting. And 
when I'm not busy knitting, I'm very busy crocheting. So 
many people tell me that they want to learn how to knit 
or crochet, but they don't have any time. To that, I say: 
"pshaw!". If you have time to sit at the end of a long day, 
then you have time to learn a fiber art. And if you don't 
have time to sit at the end of a long day, I'm worried for 
you. 

This is the perfect time to learn how to knit or 
crochet - the days are a little cooler, and the need for hats 
is a little more imminent. So which is your yarn-poison? 

Knit - I'm admittedly biased here. I just don't 
think anything looks quite as pretty as a knit hat or a 
knit sweater. Whether an item is a "stockinette" stitch 
(knitting and purling), or a "garter" stitch (just knitting), 
the knit look is always so classic and stylish to me. You 
can start with the basics, and once you tackle the easy 
stuff (like increasing and decreasing stitches), you can 
move on to Irish knit and Fair Isle intarsia knitting. 
Although I love my knitting, I'm not a huge fan of 
knitting small items on double-pointed needles. Some 
people love those little items like socks and glove fingers 
- 1 say, leave the double-pointed needles in the knitting 
bag. 

Crochet - Now, I have to set aside my preference 
for knitting, and admit two superior qualities to 
crocheting: it works up much faster than knitting, and 



it is more versatile. There is no fumbling with the 
aforementioned double-pointed needles when you want 
to maneuver into small spaces. Small items, like baby 
booties, can be whipped up in as little as a half-hour. 
You can make adornments, like intricate flowers, in just 
a minute or two. Crochet is the answer to the instant- 
gratification crowd. 

But don't start stressing about which to pick - you 
should really give each of them the college try. Usually, 
if you tried knitting and you just couldn't get into it, 
crocheting might be a better choice for you, and vice 
versa. There are a few of us who enjoy doing both, but 
most of the time, it's Army versus Navy, Red Sox versus 
Yankees type of competition in the fiber community. 

There are plenty of books to get you started. I have 
an old 1964 Lion Brand booklet from my grandmother's 
stash that is tattered from years of learning and 
referencing. Pretty much any "learn to knit" or "learn to 
crochet" booklet will teach you the simple stitches - even 
www.YouTube.com has simple tutorials. Just learn the 
basics, and then move on to the more complicated things 
like stitch markers and yarn changing. 

Once you become a seasoned pro, you'll be able 
to follow patterns. Although there are some wonderful 
area yarn shops that carry great patterns, you can also get 
some free patterns on the following websites: 

www.KnittingPatternCentral.com - This is the 
ultimate gathering site for free knitting patterns. The site 
links to hundreds of blogs and websites to provide every 
type of pattern you can think of. 

www.CrochetPatternCentral.com - This is the 
sister site to Knitting Pattern Central. Again, hundreds of 
patterns, including lots of fun granny square patterns for 
afghan season. 

www.Ravelry.com - A free site with almost half 
a million users, Ravelry is THE spot for knitters and 
crocheters. It's kind of like a Facebook answer to people 
who enjoy the stitching crafts. You create a personal 
domain, make friends with other knitter s/crocheters, 
exchange patterns, share patterns, add yarns to your stash 
and so on. There are lots of free patterns on Ravelry, and 
some that are inexpensive. If you join Ravelry, be sure to 
friend me - my Ravelry name is "hazelsmum". 

Remember that any free patterns are for your 
personal use only. Good luck getting started, and 
remember - knitting and crocheting should be a relaxing 
hobby. Don't stress out if it takes a while to get the hang 
of it!

Empty any unused 
flowerpots and wading pools, and change water in 
birdbaths frequently. Keep mosquitoes outside by having 
tightly-fitting screens on all of your windows and doors.
